Bluebeard Gives up 
Hope at Last. 


Sinks to His Knees With the 
Latest Mrs. Hoch and 
Prays Aloud. 


Asks Forgiveness for All, and 
That He Be Taken for 
What He's Worth. 
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In the Death Chamber He 

Laughs Boisterously and 

Calls for Card. 

‘BY THE ASSOCIATED 
HICAGO, Feb. 22.—({Exclusive 
Dispatch.} At 10 o'clock tomor- 
row morning, Johann Hoch, mur- 

derer of at least fourteen women whom 
he deceived and married, will be 
marched to the gallows in the County 
Jail and will there pay the penalty of 
his hideous crimes. 

Hoch was taken to the death chamber 
at 4 o'clock this afternoon. The arch 
poisoner lost all hope of further re- 
prieve early in the day, but his nerve 
never flinched until just before the 
journey to the death chamber, when 
Hoch faced for a moment his latest 
wife, Mrs. Emily Fischer-Hoch, the 
woman instrumental in divulging the 
fact that he was a murderer and 
brought him to justice. 

“God forgive you,” he whispered to 
her through the wide screens that sep- 
arated them from the visitors and 
curiosity-seekers who thronged the jail 
corridor. “God forgive you, as I for- 
give you. Will you pray with me?” 

ON HIS KNEES. 

Hock sank to his knees. The little 
woman in black suppressed a sob, and 
also knelt. 

“God forgive them all.“ prayed Hoch. 
“God forgive this woman. Receive an 
Innocent man into immortal life. You 
know I am guiltiess. Take me for 
what I'm worth.” 

Tears stood for the first time in the 
eyes of the modern “bluebleard.” 
Jaller Whitman, himself in tears, led 
away the last Mrs. Hoch. 

IN THE FEEDING WAY. 

“Bluebeard” .went to the death 
chamber for the fourth time in the 
same stoical way that he has prev- 
lousiy faced the gallows. He slept to- 
night as soundly as any prisoner in the 
County Jail. Once he awoke for a few 
minutes, and asked that his jail guards 
prepare for him a special breakfast. 

“I cannot die on an empty stomach,” 
he said. 

“IF YOUR HONORS PLEASE.” 

Hoch addressed to the courts his 
final appeal as he went from his cell 
to the death chamber. 

“If your honors please,” he said, “it 
seems to me that all I have got to say 
is that as you think I am guilty, I am 
willing to die tonight, but I am inno- 
cent of any crime. I will say that I 
know nothing against my prosecutors. 
I have nothing to say against the 
courts. I think that my wife was 
poisoned, but I am innocent. I am in- 
nocent; I am perfectly willing to die. 
You know not what you do. b 

ay again that I am innocent. As 
a husband, I have done my duty. As 
a citizen, I have done my duty. Every- 
body has extended to me personal 
courtesies. I thank you all, but I go 
to my grave, if nothing steps in to 
ysave me, an innocent man who has 
beileved that there was justice in these 
modern and civilized days. I don't 
want to say anything against the law, 
but when I say that my conscience is 
clear I have put up a problem for the 
law-makers.” 

Hock was awake at an early hour 
this morning. He ate breakfast and 
smoked a cigar. He saw ‘friends 
throughout the day. In the afternoon 
he shook hands with the prisoners 
who had become his associates within 
the last year. He walked down the 
steps to the death chamber, his eyes 
flecked of the tears that had been 
brought forth by his farewell with his 
last wife. 

CALLS FOR CARDS. 

In the chamber he turned to the 
guards, and, laughing in his loud way, 
said: “This is the fourth time I have 
seen this room. Give me a deck of 
cards, and I'll bet my coffin against 
yours that I can run out on this game 
of solitaire.” 

Hoch refused to see interviewers 
after he had been conducted to the 
death chamber. He talked with his 
spiritual adviser, Rev. August Schiecte, 
and asked that the pastor remain with 
him to the end.

AGAINST CO-OPERATIVE PLAN. 

Section 200, permitting the incor- 
poration of companies under the codpe- 
rative or assessment plan, should be 
amended so as not to permit such com- 
panies to be incorporated in the fu- 
ture, and foreign companies of this 
sort not already transacting business 
im this State should not be permitted 
to enter the State. 

EXERCISED DESPOTIC POWERS. 

Concerning the so-called mutual 
companies, the committee says: 

“Notwithstanding their theoretical 
reports, the policy holders have had 
little or ho voice in the management. 
Batrenched behind proxies easily col- 
lected by subservient agents and run- 
ning for long periods, unless expressly 
revoked, the officers of these compa- 
nies have occupied unassailable posi- 
tions, and have been able to exercise 
despotic powers. Ownership of the 
entire stock of an unmixed stock cor- 
poration scarcely could give a tenure 
more secure. The most fertile source 
of evils in administration has been ir- 
responsibility of official power. How- 
ever much this may be expected in 
the case of absolute stock control, in 
that of a mutual company it proceeds 
from a flagrant disregard of the law of 
its being. While it would be plainly 
unwise that the management of a life 
company should be rendered unstable 
or that its personnel should be fre- 
quently changed, it is of the first im- 
portance that officers should realize 
their direct responsibility to those 
whom they represent and should rely 
for their continuance in office upon 
proved efficiency and not upon a prac- 
tical inability of the policy holders to 
depose them.

TO EXTEND RECIPROCAL RATES. 
Germany to Continue in Peace With | 
the United States in Tariff 
Matters. 

‘BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.! 
BPRLIN, Feb. 2.—Chancellor Von 
Buelow opened the debate in the 
Reichstag today upon the governmen! 
proposal to extend reciprocal tariff 
rates to the United States until June 

30, 1907. 

The Chancellor said he placed a high 
value on good political relations be- 
tween Germany and the United States. 
which were a blessing to both lands: 
but it would be deceptive to believe 
that he would buy political friendshi» 
by the sacrifice of Germany's economic 
interests. The grounds of the govern- 
ment’s proposal were that a tariff war 
which might be resorted to only !n case 
of necessity would damage not only 
Germany's shipping interests, but othe: 
important ones. He explained to the 
Reichstag that Germanys negotiations 
of treaties with other states had not 
always progressed smoothly, and had 
extended over long periods. 

“We are therefore forced,” said the 
Chancellor, “to ask Parliament to con- 
sent to this proposal so that we may 
continue in peace with the United 
States.” 

The Reichstag then passed the first 
and second readings, without amend- 
ment, of the government's proposal to 
extend al tariff rates to the 
United States until June 30, 1907.

A state of affairs was 
unearthed that shocked the whole 
world. Public indignation has been 
aroused to a pitch seldom witnessed in 
history. The committee went after 
every wrong-doer with merciless per- 
sistence, and laid bare the whole net- 
work of intricate and shocking crook- 
edness that had been practiced by the 
management of life insurance compa- 
nies for years past. 


While the method proposed by the 
committee by which the policy holders 
of companies organized on a mutual 
basis can more surely contro! those 
companies seems somewhat cumber- 
some and perhaps difficult of opera- 
tion, it is yet the best method that can 
at present be thought of. Certainly it 
is better than the old, slip-shod way, 
which was really no way at all, and 
which made it possible for the cliques 
in control to perpetuate themselves in 
power.
